unionists of the country in an effort to secure 
the election of labor members; in other words, 
the labor representation committee, or, as it is 
abbreviated, the L. R. C., endeavors to unite the 
labor organizations politically, instead of allow- 
ing them to fight their battle singly. 

Hitherto only those organizations have been 
successful in electing candidates which have had 
large numbers of members concentrated in cer- 
tain districts, such as miners and the textile 
workers. There has been but little united action 
among the unionists, the skilled workers often 
falling to turn out candidates who belong to the 
unskilled trades and vice versa. As a conse- 
uence labor candidates were not very strong.

WHITE MAN IS 
FATALLY STABBED 
BY FILIPINOS 


In Battle Between Constabulary and 
Attaches of Luzon Cafe, at Philip- 
pine Reservation, Men and Women 
Are Wounded—Women Arrested. 


WOULDN'T LEAVE CAFE WHEN 
WAITERS WISHED TO CLOSE. 


Knives: and Revolvers Were Drawn, 
and Hand to Hand Battle, in Which 
Half a Hundred Men Engaged, 
Was Soon Raging. 


In a general fight between white men 
and brown men, the latter members of the 
Filipino Constabulary at the Cafe Luzon, 
on the Philippine reservation at the Fair, 
at 10:30 last night, two men and one wom- 
an were stabbed. One of the men is se- 
riously hurt. Four women are under ar- 
rest. 

Revolvers and knives were the weapons 
in the hands of the combatants. No shots 
were fired, and all the injuries were in- 
fiicted with knives. 

The men injured are 
kins, head steward at the restaurant, 
James Wilkinson, a watchman. The 
jured woman is Ida Carter of 719 Walnut 
street. 

The association of white women with 
brown soldiers seems to have been only in- 
directly the cause of the clash. The direct 
cause was the refusal of the constabulary 
to vacate the réstaurant when the time 
came for closing up for the night. 

At 10.30, when the trouble began, there 
were seven white women in the buffet por- 
tion of the cafe. When the Filipinos and 
women were asked by the waiters to leave, 
the Filipinos refused to go. 

Filipinos Fight 

With Knives. 

They were opposed by the waiters and a 
few other white men who happened to be 
about, all led by Benjamin Jenkins, head 
steward. A couple of private watchmen 
came to the assistance of the waiters, and 
an attempt was madeto put the Filipinos 
out. 

The Filipinos drew knives and revolvers. 
In a few minutes of fierce fighting all the 
injurtes were inflicted. 

It is charged that the women did most of 
the cutting. Officiais of the Filipino reser- 
vation say they have been unable to find 
that any of the men used weapons. 

It was at first reported that a number of 
Filipino Scouts were engaged in the fight. 
Maj. Johnson said at midnight that he 
had thoroughly investigated this feature, 
and found that the Scouts who had been 
in the place left before the fight. He sajd 
Lieut King had found them in the restaty

CHICAGO, July 23.—Beef Trust agents 
and the union leaders failed utterly today 
to settle the strike. 

The trust rejected a demand to reinstate 
all the butchers within ten days. The al- 
lied untons held a meeting immediately aft- 
erward and sent the packers an ultimatum. 
This was in effect—reinstate all butch- 
ers on Monday and all strikers within 
ten days or all the union men will quit. 
The time limit for an answer was set 
at 7 a. m. Monday. 

This ultimatum was met with equal pos- 
itiveness. The packers immediately ordered 
the superintendents to get all the nonunion 
men possible f work on Monday. 

It igs believed that all union men em- 
ployed by the packers will quit work. They 
number 13,361 in the affillated trades, and 
their leaders say the tie-up will be com- 
plete. 

Mayor Harrison ts hurrying back to the 
city to take charge of the police to pre- 
vent rioting. 

Strike leaders foreed the issue by de- 
manding a new agreement fixing 10 days 
as the ilmit for taking back all the men. 
This the packers refused to make, but 
announced their willingness to stand by 
the original agreement giving them 45 days 
to take men back. 

If the allied trades are called out on 
Monday the men out in Chicago will num- 
ber 35,000. 

A statement by the allied unions was 
given out tonight to explain their reason for 
not submitting to the trust’s interpretation 
of the recent promise. 


Union Explains 
the Second Strike. 


“An agreement was reached which we 
believe would have settled the Strike if 
lived up to by the packers. When the men 
reported for work, pursuant to instructions, 
the packers started to select such men as 
they needed. This would have demoralized 
the men if permitted. Great numberg of 
men and women were told tn language unfit 
to repeat that they were not wanted. Hence 
the second strike. 

“After the second strike was ordered the 
packers and representatives of the trade 
Got together again. The packers insisted 
that we try to put the original agreement 
into operation. They admitted violations 
of the agreement, and promised to see that 
it would not happen again. As union men 
we had to refuse this Proposition, und ask 
that an understanding be had that would 
insure the return of the employes, as orig- 
inally agreed upon. This they refused. We 
have now offered a final proposition which, 
if rejected, will result in a cessation of 
all work Monday.’ 

A signed statement, 
says: 

“The packers contended that an agree- 
ment had been entered into in g00d faith, 
and that, while there might have been 
some confusion in starting the plants, no 
discrimination was made, nor was the 
agreement violated by them in any partic- 
ular.

TRAGEDY 18 WITNESSED — 
BY 26,000 PEOPLE 


Women Become Hysterical as the 


Bleeding Jockey Is Left, Dying, by 
the Field—Body Mutilated by 
Horses Passing Over Him. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—Jockey Ernest 
Stalwell was thrown from his horse, 
Opyntia, in the Steeplechase at the Brigh- 
ton Beach track this afternoon and killed. 

The accident ooeurred on the back- 


stretch in full view of 2%,000 men and 
women, during the last half mile of the 
struggle. 

Just as the horse rose in the air for 
the leap over the third obstacle from the 
finish, he was hit by Mistic Shriner and 
Ten Candles, who were preparing to make 
the jump. As a result Opuntia lost his 
balance and struck the top boards with 
his front feet. 

The crash caused Swalwel!l to be pitched 
headlong in front of his horse, whioh fol- 
lowed, stimbling wildly in its efforts to 
keep on its feet. 

Swalwell had scarcely touched the earth 
before Opuntia was on top of him. One 
of his hoofs fell with great foree on the 
face and neck of the prostrate rider. 

The plate on the hoof, as sharp as 4 
knife, cut the jockey'’s throat as effectively 
as if a razor had been drawn across it. 
The jugiar vein was severed, and his tife 
blood gushed upon the grass. 

Meanwhile the crowded grandstand was 
in an uproar. The women screamed and 
a few became hysterical as the ‘horses 
jumped away ‘and left the rider lying mo- 
tionliess. Through field glasses policemen 
and stable hands could be seen frantically 
waving their arms for the track ambu- 
lance. It rushtd up then went at break- 
aeck speed for the track hospital. 

The cut was so deep on Swalwell’s neck 
that the head was half severed from the 
body. The blood could not be stopped, 
and he died in a few minutes. An exam- 
ination of the body revealed the fact that 
not only was the face cut and smashed 
but that his liver was ruptured by Op- 
tunia’s hoofs. 

The dead jockey was a native of Toron- 
to. He came here with the stable owned 
by Robert Davies of Canada. 

This is the second jockey to meet death 
at this track. Jockey Green, a negro

INSURANCE PLAN REJECTED 


Plans for Home for Members Will Be 
Perfected at Convention Two 
Years Hence. 


With the delegates standing while they 
sang “‘“God Save Ireland,”’ the national con- 
vention of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
closed its five days’ session in St. Louis 
Saturday night, the eight hours until 10 
o'clock having been occupied in the clec- 
tion of officers. A short time was spent 
in the consideration of proposed changes 
in the constitution of the order, but none 
was adopted. 

One of the principal measures advocated 
was an insurance plan for the national or- 
ganization. This was strongly advocated 
by a® large number of delegates, but upon 
a vote the resolution was defeated. A num- 
ber of the state organizations have an in- 
surance department, but the plan has never 
been followed by the national body. It 
would have been taken up be the conven- 
tion Saturday had it not been held that 
such action would have seriously interfered 
with the insurance departments of the state 
associations of the order. 

Another matter which received consider- 
attention from the convention was 
the home for Hibernians, which has been 
advocated at every convention for the 
past ten years. The order is in favor of 
the establishment of a national home, but 
has never yet been able to perfect the 
plans. The order is stronger in the Fast

States, and when the home is astblished 
it will probably ‘be located in one of the 
eastern states, although many of the 
members favor a location in Colorado.

LOOT CHURCHES IN ITALY 


Band of Robbers Make a Specialty of 
Supplying Collectors With 


Priceless Curios.

ROME, July 23.—A band of thieves has 

been discovered in Italy, organized to loot 
churches of treasures in order to dispose 
of them in foreign countries to collectors. 


Since the discovery of the theft of the 
famous Copo from the cathedral of As- 
coll, which was sold to J. P. Morgan and 
is now in the Kensington Museum, an in- 
vestigation by the authorities has revealed 
the fact that several churches in Italy 
have been entered by thieves recently and 
robbed of their treasures. The cathedral 
of Pienza was thus entered a few days 
ago and & precious miniature paintings 
of the Fifteenth century, which adorned 
the covers of the choral books, donated 
to that church by Pius II., were stolen. 
Only three of the books were saved from 
ruin, because they had been temporarily 
deposited in the local museum for the in- 
spection of Queen Margherita. The value 
of the stolen miniatures is incalcuable. 
In the same cathedral the tombs of the 
Counts Spalletti were desecrated a few 
days before by unknown persons, and the 
hands were cut off from several bodies 
to get the precious rings of ancient make.

Strikes Are Never Heard Of, and the 
State Even Controls Savings 
Banks and Life Insurance. 


| Apropos of the recently published figures 
on the fatalities on American raliways, Mr. 
Edward Donne, representative of New 
sc linee ot the World's Fair, has some in- 
i teresting things to say in comparison of his 
country’s methods of railway management. 


Iie says: 

“The state owns and operates the rail- 
ways as weil as the , telegraph 
and telephone systems. Sir Joseph Ward, 
K. C. M. G., ts minister for railways and 
postmaster-general, besides holding a num- 
ber of other offices. It ie he who has the 
proud distinction of having brougtm™ into 


effect the penny postage between New 
Zealand and all the other British colonies. 

“Two thousand five hundred miles of 
railway track are being operated. More 
than five mullion train miles are run and 
more than ten million passengers carried 
annually. The percentage of persons killed 
can only be expressed in decimal points, so 
small is the number. Only one smash of 
any consequence has occurred during the 
thirty-five years in which the government 
has operated the railways. 

“In my opinion railways, 
ephones and such institutions of 
utility should be controlled by the state 
in the interests of the people. New Zea- 
landers are afforded greater conveniences 
at cheaper rates than obtain in the United 
States. 


Women Vote 
in New Zealand. 


“Women have the right’*to vote in New 
Zealand, and they exercise it, too. Oppo- 
nents of female franchises tell you that 
governments erected with the help of wo- 


men lack stability. Not go with us. The 
Rt. Hon. Richard Seddon. = 2 
Prime Minister. His government has been 
in power more than eleven years. He has 
been described by an American author as 
‘the sturdy leader of the most progressive 
democracy of all the ages.’ 

“During Mr. Seddon's tenure of office 
strikes have become things of the past.

Sad Fate of “Bill’’ Scott of East St. 
Louis, Who Was Compelled to 
Withdraw From the Liberty Ticket 
Because of His Inability to Liqui- 
date an Old Fine. 


The lack of $3 in cash prevented William 
T. Scott from enjoying the honor @ run- 


ning for president of the United States on 


the Liberty ticket. 

Scott is a negro and the Liberty party 
was formed by negroes. At its nationai 
convention, held In St. Louis early in July, 
Scott was nominated for the presidency— 
just two days, to be exact, before the Dem- 
vcrats nominated Judge Parker. 

Boott lives in Bast St. Louis, and is a 
salounkeeper. His troubies commenced al- 
most immediately after his rellow Afro- 
Americans sought an opportunity to beost 
him into the White House. 

“Afro-American” is ‘Bill’ Scott's favor'te 
word. He claims to have coined it himself, 
ten or twelve years ago, when he was run- 


hing a paper at Cairo, Il..—the first daily | 
newspaper devoted to the interests of che ' 


colored race ever published in thé United 
States, it & said. 

“Afro-American” not only sounds good, 
according to ‘Bill's’ idea, but & is com- 
prehensive.

The lozenge shape consists of a series of low 
apple trees or mere bushes, each with only two 
long, straight limbs trained upward in opposite 
directions at an angle of about 40 degrees. Set

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No “spud” or black spots occurred to mar the 
fruit thus grown in the southern exposure, and 
the danger from bugs and blight was well-nigh 
overcome.

Queer Workhouse 


EVERAL of the Great London work- 
S houses have really remarkable mu- 


seums attached to them, most of the 
exhibits being articles, quaint, curious, 
tragical or mysterious, that have been left 
behind by dead paupers. 

There is an especially melancholy inter- 
est in the fact that in nearly all these 
workhouse collections there are many gol- 
diers’ medals, articles that have still been 
kept by the man who bas come into the 
house though all else has been parted with. 
Also in scores of instances these poor, dead 
paupers have left behind them “lucky 
stones” and talismans of all sorts. Some 
of these are very curious, and not with- 
out value. In a South London workhouse 
museum-—which may be taken as typical of 
the rest—is a shilling with a hole through 
it, and upon the surface of the coin 
neatly engraved “Given to me by 
Rhodes.” In the same collection is « 
derous-looking sailor's knife, 
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horizontal and the double palmette. The palm- 
ette Verrier, named for its original designer, 
consists of a U-shaped tree, from the side trunks 
of which branch four limbs, each trained into an 
I. shape, and each one shorter than and embraced 
by the one below it. The triple U is a U-shaped 
tree with a U-shaped branch growing from each 
prong of the lower U. The-multiple U is a lower 
U with another U at each prong and a second 
U continuing up from the main trunk in the mid- 
dle. The palmette double horizontal is a tall, 
slender U with limbs growing straight out hori- 
zontally from either branch of the U. The double 
palmette is the same slender U with the lateral 
limbs growing obliquely upward at.an angle of 
40 degrees.

The deadly transmitters of yellow fever are 
allowed to propagate there in jars, but their 
number is kept down to 40 living specimens. 
This number, however, is sufficient, should they 
be liberated and should a single case of the fevei 
develop in St. Louis, to spread the disease broad. 
cast and sweep the entire city with a terrible 
pestilence. For in no other way, the scientists 
tell us, can yellow fever be taken except by mos- 
quito inoculation. Nobody ever had yellow 
fever, it is stated, who was not first bitten by a 
yellow fever mosquito, yet at the same time 
there is absolutely no danger from the yellow 
fever mosquito’s bite unless the mosquito has 
first bitten a fever patient. In the latter event 
however, they are a deadly menace. 

Yet there is not the least particie of danget 
in the presence of a swarm of yellow fever mos- 
quitoes in the city, from the double fact that 
they are closely guarded in captivity ana that 
there is no case of the disease in St. Louis. They

“The two former varieties are found in great 
abundance right here on the Fair grounds,” ex- 
plained Mr. Taylor. “All I have to do is to take 
a dipper out back of the Fine Arts building 
where there is a ditch. There I can dip up 
thousands of the larvae, or wiggletails. You hav 
seen these wiggletails in the rainwater barrel? 
Well, all of those are embryo mosquitoes, an 
not future frogs, as many people seem to be 
lieve.

At the bottom of the jar is 
the cup of water containing sprigs of grass on 
the full-grown mosquito may lay its 
eggs. Without moisture the mosquito could not 
live. Its eggs must be deposited in water. 

Before the female lays an egg, however, she 
must have her fill of human blood. It follows, 
curiously enough, that only the female mos- 
quito bites and sucks away the human blood, the 
male not being supplied with the necessary sting- 
ing and sucking equipment.

Hence, when once inoculated 
with the parasite, a mosquito is always danger- 
ous thereafter. 

The distinction between the malarial mosquito 
and all others is that it stands at an angle of 
45 degrees from the surface on which it rests 
when in action.

2) If, then, the big man knows his job, has command over the details of how a thing needed may 
\ be obtained, he will go far; he will construct warehouses of maximum floor space, maximum 
\ weight-carrying strength, with convenient approaches and minimum danger from fire, flood or 
storm. 

AYLOR knows his job. He is a constructive architect for whom the greatest use is the 
greatest beauty. Let the Cass Gilberts, the Lincks, the Will Eames,the Barnetts, et cetera, 
conedct the lovely, design the decorative, make pictures in wood and staff; for Taylor it is
